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from the rebel guns were counted in one minute. 
One person described the noise and flaskes as “like 
all the thunder and all the lightning he had heard in 
all his life, put into one half-hour.” 

It was about half an hour that did most of the 
work. The Keokuk was crippled first. The weak- 
est of all the iron-clads, her hardy commander 
pushed her foremost of all, within 500 yards of Sum- 
ter. She received ninety shots, nineteen of them in 
the water line, and eight through the 5%-inch iron of 
her turrets. She was used up so soon that she only 
fired three shots; ran out of range ; was kept afloat 
that night with difficulty, and sank next day. The 
New Ironsides was hit nearly 70 times, but not much 
damaged ; the Weehawken 59 times, having her tur- 
ret dented so as to make it work with difficulty, and 
many bolis in the pilot-house driven through; the 
Nantucket 51 times, her turret being twice jammed 
and stopped by shot; the Montauk 20 times; the 
Passaic 58 times, and had her pilot-house loosened 
and weakened by its bolts driving in; the Patapsco 
nearly 50 times, and her 200-pound Parrot gun was 
disabled, her turret banged and dented, and pilot- 
house much injured; and the Nahant 80 times, hav- 
ing her pilot-house broken almost to pieces, and her 
bolts driven through; one of them wounding fou 
men, one mortally. The Monitors fired from 9 to 
rounds each, in all 151 shots, including the few from 
the Keokuk and the flag-ship; while the rebels are

A little more knowledge on this subject would 
prevent some misunderstandings and differences 
of opinion. An appreciation of the varying cir- 
cumstances ef human life would prevent the 
sometimes too positive statement of general rules, 
and the debating of them upon the strength of 
exceptions. 

To appreciate the effects of fasting under dif- 
ferent circumstances, let us consider briefly some 
different habits of living, both im respect to food 
and oceupation.

On the other hand, what mad illusions pos- 
sessed the Rebels at the outset of their giddy 
eareer! how they counted on the easy conquest 
of Washington and Baltimore, and on dictating a 
Disunion Peace from their victorious commanding-
